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FOR AN ACT relating to cities; to amend section 19-613, Reissue Revised
Statutes of Nebraska; to change provisions relating to forfeiture
of office as a member of a city council; to repeal the original
section; and to declare an emergency.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,

Section 1. Section 19-613, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska, is
amended to read:

19-613 Members of the city council in a city under the city manager
plan shall be residents and registered voters of the city and shall hold no
other employment with the city. Any council member who ceases to possess any
of the qualifications required by this section or who has been convicted of a
erime felony or of any public offense involving the violation of the oath of
office of such member while in office shall forthwith forfeit such office.

Sec. 2. Original section 19-613, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is repealed.

Sec. 3. Since an emergency exists, this act takes effect when passed
and approved according to law.
